ship in Filipino 
affairs. 

Steadily, and 
in recent years

to-day and the real powers in shaping the 
course of events.

Sev- 
eral Japanese corporations have made heavy 
investments in the Islands during the past 
year, purchasing sugar estates, hemp planta- 
tions, establishing banks and commercial 
agencies. . : 
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Religious Developments 


Practically each and every one of the Prot- 
estant missions is suffering from lack of men 
to take care properly of the numbers who have 
come to them. Undermanned, is the verdict 
from every part of the field. 

The initial curiosity to see and to know the 
Bible, Protestantism and liberty of worship, 
has not entirely subsided or been satisfied. 
There is a ready hearing in most quarters, at 
least in more than the workers have been 
able to reach, and there are still, after these 
eighteen years of work, many cities of con- 
siderable size, and countless barrios where the 
Word has never been openly proclaimed. The 
calls have rung insistent, but there has been 
no one to send. 

Revivals have been the order of the day in 
many parts. One missionary reports every 
one of his twenty-one churches, or circuits, on 
an entirely self-supporting basis, and the mem- 
bership beginning to launch out eagerly and 
enthusiastically into aggressive home mis- 
sionary work for themselves. This is a most 
encouraging feature of the programme. This 
year is going to show a great ingathering 
into the Filipino churches. 

In the Roman Catholic Church there is a 
very evident stiffening of the lines of opposi- 
tion to evangelical teaching. Besides the 
establishment of schools already mentioned, 
there have been organized most widely so- 
cieties for the strengthening of the faith of 
the Church, and for organized opposition to 
the encroachments of Protestantism. There 
has not been any further open burning of 
Bibles, but there have been many instances 
where the volumes have been gathered up 
privately, and it is not a far guess as to what 
was done with them.

Translation 


Practically all of the present translation 
were made under the stress of immediat 
necessities and by workers who were in the 
nature of the case more or less new at these 
languages. Hence all of the versions are 
to meet immediate calls and should be re- 
vised as soon as competent workers can be 
secured.

work has taken the form and name of what 
we please to call the “Bible Revival.” This 
nas developed as a result of our necessity 
for special needs to meet special require- 
ments. In outline it is an organized effort 
to have each organized church assume the 
obligation for a house-to-house canvass in 
their parish, selling a copy of the Word 
wherever possible and making a present of 
at least a penny Gospel where no sale can be 
made, thus carrying out an organized plan to 
“Put a copy of the Scriptures inevery home.” 
‘This canvass is confined to a three or four 
days’ “whirlwind campaign,” after careful 
and prayerful preparation in special workers’ 
bands and the special volunteers 
upheld by the prayers of the united 
congregations. It is an effort to 
utilize the local talent rather than 
send in a paid worker, who so fre- 
quently disorganizes and disgruntles 
the local community. 

In this campaign several things 
are sought for: 

1. A definite service for all who 
will volunteer. This furnishes a 
point of contact for all such ; 

2. Placing a copy of the Book, 
entire or in part, in every home; 

3. Following up each placement 
by personal contact ; 

4. Drawing interested parties into 
the Sunday school to follow up with 
a study of the Word; 

5. Finally, drawing them further 
into church membership. 
The Bible Society furnishes the 
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books and helps in the training and co- 
operates with the missionary in direct- 
ing the campaign. The volunteers give 
their services gratuitously and the So- 
ciety allows all moneys secured from 
the sales of the portions and the cheaper- 
bound volumes to go into the local 
church treasury, thus adding incentive 
to the campaign and even then aver- 
aging as well in finances as the ordinary 
colportage proposition. The plan of 
making a gift of a Gospel opens the 
way, whereas an offer to sell would 
often meet with a rebuff. Yet on the 
whole, in most of the places, a remark- 
ably small number were given away; 
sales were sought for in every case. 
The accumulative results of these cam- 
paigns have been most gratifying. 

The Rev. E. L. Housley writes: “You 
have certainly hit the right idea in the 
‘Bible Revival.’ It comes nearer to 
doing things in the Bible line than any- 
thing else I have ever yet seen. The 
reports from the churches worked are coming 
in in fine shape and we are all anxious to get 
started in the other circuits.”’ 

The Rev. J. F. Cottingham writes: “Re- 
ports come in finely. Each church is trying 
to see which can do the best. B—— is ahead. 
It is a splendid idea for getting work done, 
but one of the best parts of it all is the de- 
velopment of the native workers. At first 
it is rather hard to get the volunteers, but 
when the reports come in in the night’s 
services, the campaign spreads like wild- 
fire, and when we get ready for the cam- 
paign in the other circuits we will have 
plenty of volunteer workers.”

The ‘‘ Bible Revival’’ idea has as yet been 
worked in only a small part of the Islands, 
but already requests are pouring in from all 
parts and we would favor its being pushed as 
rapidly and widely as possible. So encour- 
agingly and successfully has the plan worked 
out that I would say Iamconvinced of its supe- 
riority over any and every other form of Bible 
work that we have yet tried for adoption in 
any and every locality where there is achurch 
organization. It gets the work done. It 
helps the local church in every way by bring- 
ing it to the attention of the public; by 
arousing and developing local workers; by 
affording a tangible point of contact with 
the unreached community; by helping in the 
finances. In fact, in every way it helps the 
local church to do the work it ought to 
do rather than encourages it in laziness and 
ease by sending an outside hired man to do 
the work it ought to do itself. The plan has 
been tried out sufficiently to have its worth 
well proven.

Draw Aside the Curtain 


Five Scenes in Central America, by Alfred Hockings 


** (NOME and help us!’’ Such acry, in spirit 
and in word, comes from thousands of 
hearts—not from the other side of the world, 
but just down south, a little beyond Mexico, 
from those little-known republics of Central 
America. “‘Oh,’’ but you say, ‘‘they are Cath- 
olic countries and will not receive the Bible 
and Protestant missionaries.’’ But you are 
wrong, a// wrong. First, they are not Catholic 
countries; they are Romanized, and bad ex- 
amples at that. Second, many are receiving 
the Bible, and it is from these that the cry goes 
forth—‘‘ Come over and help us! We have the 
Bible with us, but we are groping, groping in 
the darkness. Send someone to enlighten us; 
how can we understand without a teacher?”’ 

Let us draw aside the curtain of distance a 
little while, and look within. 


Scene One: A Town Hall 


The town hall of a good-sized town, named 
Cacaguatique. The mayor and councilors are 
in session. A Bible agent, or colporteur, pre- 
sents himself. He is cordially received and 
introduced to those present. He is then asked 
to display his books, and the merits of the 
Book of Books are commented upon. The 
beauties of the production, and its cheapness, 
are marveled at. Then the assembled body 
asks that the gospel be explainedto them. ‘‘We 


have the book,” they say, “‘but what can we . 


do without ateacher? Our priests are useless. 
Their religion is mostly for business, and we 
are tired of it.’”” Then, for nearly two hours, 
questions were asked and answered. ‘The 
business for which they had met seemed for- 
gotten, until the conference was ended by the 
assembled body pleading the colporteur to 
live with them to teach them the Word. Then 
they pleaded for at least a week’s conferences, 
but the reply had to be given—‘‘There are 
others in darkness; to them also am I sent.”’ 
He was able to give two conferences in the 
public square, both of which intensified the

'Seene Three: A Governor’s Drawing Room 


A drawing room in the house of a governor 
of a city, the head of a department in the re- 
sublic of Honduras. The governor speaks: 
‘We want someone to live right here to live 
-he gospel before us, so that we may see that 
there is something in Christianity. Twice we 
nave thrown out the priests sent us, and they 
have been lucky to escape with their lives. 
We will not have immoral men as leaders of 
religion among us. We want the truth. [have 
tried in vainto get into connection with some 
missionary society from Mexico, so that they 
may send us a missionary to teach us the 
truth. I guarantee a nucleus of forty to fifty 
of the influential people of the city to form a 
congregation to start with. We are studying 
the books that you have brought us, but we 
are as sheep without a shepherd. Send us 
some hymn books with music, so that we can 
be ready when the preacher comes.”’ 


Scene Four: Haled Before the Mayor 


The colporteur is selling the Word in a 
cottage of one of the towns of the mosquito 
coast of Honduras. On coming out of the 
cottage he is surrounded bya guard of soldiers 
with fixed bayonets, the squad being in charge 
of an officer. The following conversation 
takes place: Officer: ‘‘ What are you doing?”’ 
Colporteur: ‘“‘Spreading the Word of God, 
sir!’? Officer: “Are you one of those people 
who believe that you must be born again?”’ 
Colporteur: “Yes, sir; but not as you think, 
materially, but spiritually—through faith in 
the Lord Jesus Christ.” The officer laughs 
and calls off the guard. “Please present your- 
self before the mayor at three-thirty this after- 
noon, and suspend your work immediately,” 
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he says. ‘Very well, sir,’’ replies the col- 
porteur, ‘it shall be done.”’ 

At the appointed hour the colporteur’ pre- 
sents himself in the town hall. The mayor 
and his officials are present and waiting. The 
mayor,a fanatic Catholic, speaks: ‘‘ What are 
you doing inour town? And by what authority 
do you sell these books?” “I am doing a 
philanthropical work, sir,’’ replies the colpor- 
teur. ‘‘Iam endeavoring to spread the Word 
of God for the betterment of the people. I 
am not here to make money.”’ “‘But do you 
not know that these books are prohibited?”’ 
says the mayor. ‘By whom?’’ asks the col- 
porteur, by way of reply. “By the priest,” 
answers the mayor. ‘ But what has the priest 
to do with me, sir, or the civil laws of the 
country? Do I notunderstand aright that the 
church is divided from the state, and that we 
have religious liberty?’’ replies the colpor- 
teur. ‘‘He says truly,”’ the officials warningly 
suggest to the mayor. The mayor is about to 
reply with anger, when one of the officials 
says: ‘Oh, the mayor is a fanatic—give me 
one of your books; I have heard of them, but 
only good, and it hurts no one to know both 
sides of a question.” “And also me,” says 
another official, ‘‘I will take one home to 
study—they are so cheap.” Other officials 
follow, and the mayor gets angrier than ever, 
but the colporteur gently suggests a whole 
Bible would be nice for him. ‘“‘Take them 
away,” he says, ‘I do not even wish to see 
them.” ‘‘But I may continue my work, may 
I not?” asks the colporteur. “‘There is noth- 
ing against it,’ replies the mayor. Thus isa 
way opened. 


Scene Five: The Triumph of the Word. 


A lawless town, known to be the rendezvous 
of thieves and murderers. The colporteur has 
been warned not even to go near it, as the 
last one who made the attempt was stoned 
out and badly wounded. But the need is great. 
So the town is visited. Many books are sold, 
and explanations are given. The colporteur 
retires to rest. 

At midnight a drunken mob that seems to 
consist of the greater number of the inhab- 
itants moves slowly with oaths and curses 
toward the house where the colporteur is 
sleeping. They stop outside the door, but 
are quarreling and shouting. The colporteur 
is awakened, and listens. It is difficult to 
catch their words. But one thing is certain. 
They are come to finish off the foreigner. He 
is accused of being a hypocrite, as he must 
smoke and drink and curse secretly, they say; 
besides, he deceives the people with his lying 
books. ; 

But there are other cries that it is not true, 
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and that the booksare good; so the machetes 
are drawn, and the fight begins. The uproar 
is terrible around the door; the machetes (or 
big swords) strike the door and adjoining 
walls again and again. The colporteur com- 
mends himself to God and prays that he may 
be kept strong to give a good testimony be- 
fore them. Then someone is struck down, and 
a woman cries: ‘Ay mzsericordia por mi com- 
panero!’’ (Oh, have mercy for my companion). 
That is the man she lives with. But she is 
cursed, and they cry: ‘What is your man to 
us?’ He is carried away, and the fight slack- 
ens for about ten minutes, only to return again 
with more fury. Three times the fight was 
waged outside the door of the room where the 
colporteur slept, but He who promised to be 
with His servants all the day,and all the days, 
overruled, and the colporteur was kept by the 


Dona Maria and the Priest 


ROM a worker in Brazil has come this 
incident: 


I met a very interesting case in Serra Azul 
a few weeks ago. When there two years ago 
I sold a Bible to a woman who was a very de- 
vout Catholic; she had a large altar in the 
sala, was a devotee of the Virgin (for whom 
she bought a gold crown that cost $110), 
was the festeira of the village; in brief she 
became partly convinced, and began attending 
the meetings in the Methodist church. I 
visited her while there a few weeks ago, and 
she told me the following story: 

The padre sent word that he wished to see 
her, and when she went to Missa, called her 
into the vestry, when the following conversa- 
tion took place: 

“Dona Maria, I cannot sleep on your ac- 
count.”’ 

Dona Maria (with surprise): ‘On my ac- 
count—why?” “I have heard you have a 
Protestant book in your house.”’ ‘‘ You were 

badly informed, Sr. Vicar, for I have several.”’ 
~ “T have heard, also, that you, Dona Maria, 
have attended meetings in that Protestant 
house.” “I have attended a number of times. 
Sr. Vicar, will you please tell me why it is a 
sin to attend meetings in that Protestant 
house?” “Let us go to mass, Dona Maria, 
let us go to mass; but first bring me those 
books that I may burn them.’”’ Dona Maria: 

It is too much for me to bring them; it is 
better that you should come to my house.”’ 

This he promised to do, and marked the 
day; so Dona Maria arranged her altar the best 
possible and awaited his arrival. What was 
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power of God. Many men were strung to: 
gether with ropes and taken off to the jail, 
like animals, as a result of that night’s work. 
But the colporteur was received with greater 
kindness, and the next time he slept in that 
town he was given a bed in a room with th 
so-called saints, or images. Not perhaps be- 
cause of danger, but it showed confidence of 
the people in him. At any rate, for him, the 
images were less dangerous than the mob, and 
he slept sweetly under the lifeless eyes of the 
tinselled saints. 

So some are pricked to the heart, and others) 
are cut to the heart, and the curtain will not 
ring down, for the Word shall accomplish that 
for which it is sent forth. But who will an- 
swer the cry from Central America—‘‘ Come 
and help us; send the light!’’—and thus obey 
the command—“‘Go ye.”’ 


her surprise when he entered the house to see 
him put his hat down onthe altar, showing no 
respect for it! Sitting down, he saw the Bible 
on the table, and picked it up, saying, ‘‘ This 
is false.’’ Dona Maria at once informed him 
that he must examine the book before pass- 
ing his judgment in that manner; and then 
ensued a lively discussion from which the 
padre came out severely whipped. Finding 
he could do nothing with the mother, he 
turned to the son, a lad of fourteen or fifteen, 
only to be again whipped on every side, being 
told by the lad that smoking (the padre was 
smoking in the house) would not take him to

heaven, and that the mass could not save a 
soul. Turning again to the mother, he told 
her that she and her house were excommuni- 
cated, when she informed him that no man 
had power to excommunicate. As he rose to 
leave he placed the Bible under his arm, saying 
he would take it to examine; but she made a 
step forward and snatched the book from under 
his arm, saying, “‘You don’t take my book!” 

When I visited her last the altar was» 
gone, and in the frames of the saint pictures 
on the wall were shining gospel texts, the 
figures being hid by God’s Word. Since then 
both mother and son have made their profes- 
sion of faith. All the neighbors were aston- 
ished at the conversion of this woman, and 
when they meet her, often say: ‘‘ Why, what 
is this—you a Protestant? We thought you 
were a religious woman.” And she replies: 

So did I, but I was deceived; it is since I 
became a Protestant that I am religious; be- 
fore I only thought I was.” This’is the work

There can be no doubt whatever in the 
minds of those who study the all-important 
work of evan- 
gelizing, that

Mr. Penzotti was there imprisoned, in 1890, for circulating the Scriptures 


their own convictions with no fear of being 
illegally downtrodden. 


Argentine 


Capital, work, and the war are actually the 
three great problems to be resolved, and they 
are keeping our poor humanity in a constant 
convulsion. 

The great European war brought a marvel- 
ous change of things to the world. There 
have been realized new diplomatic relations, 
and established new organizations, with the 
purpose of the fomentation of the nation- 
al-resources, all which caused the situa- 
tion of the industrial world to assume a 
completely new phase. Not less important 
are the vital questions which to-day are 
absorbing the interest of all thoughtful peo- 
ple, the probable effect of a complete revo- 
lution among the industry of the future. 

What good 
it would do 
if men would 
detain them- 
selves in 
their vertigi- 
nous career 
of anxiety 
and _incerti- 
tude, would 
read and 
meditate a 
little about 
the precious 
Sermon on 
the Mount of 
our divine 
Master! 
How many

Peru 
It may be remembered that it was in Peru 
that Mr. Penzotti was imprisoned eight long 
months, in 1890, for the crime of circulating 
the Scriptures. No wonder he rejoices over 


the changing conditions indicated in the fol- 


lowing, and which in no small measure he 
has helped to bring about! 
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Our sub-Agent in Peru, Mr. A. M. Mufioz, 
carried on the work a little slowly, owing to 
the reduced number of books and funds which 
we had disposable. Some six thousand books 
have been put in circulation. The spirit of 
liberality is predominating more and more in 
Peru, and puts the Romish clergy to the im- 
perious necessity of being a little more toler- 
ant, not that they wish to be so, but because 
they find themselves obliged by superior 
force. However, their antagonism toward 
the Bible does not change, although their 
means of procedure have. ‘They are less vio- 
lent, but, on the other hand, more astute. 

I will mention one among the many 
cases: 

Our correspondent in Arequipa, Mr. L. Za- 
mudio, relates the following event: In a 
place called Tambo Coca Chacra, where he 
had distributed a considerable number of 
books, Bibles, Testaments and portions, the 
priest formed a group among the fanatics, the 
mission of which was to go from house to 
house and substitute or, if possible, exchange 
the Bible which the people bought, for a frivo- 
lous, not to say immoral, novel, in order to 
gather and destroy in this manner the Word 
of God. 

It is a sad thing to say, but they prefer to 
have the people live a mundane life and let 
them perish in permanent darkness rather 
than lift the veil and let them know the di- 
vine truth. ‘“‘Men loved darkness rather than 
light, because their deeds were evil.”’ 


Uruguay 

The capital, Montevideo, is being consid- 
ered the pearl of South America. There they 
have a very good university, in which our 
Bible has had and still has a very wide ac- 
ceptance, for in their studious programme the 
Bible we publish is forming a part; they do 
not like the edition of the Romish Church and 
consider our Bible to be more genuine. The 
great influence the Bible is exercising in that 
university promises to be of great hope for 
the youth of to-day who will be the rulers of 
to-morrow; and there is already felt the benef- 
icent effect of the Bible in Uruguay. Their 
laws are more liberal than those in other parts 
of South America, and a good element has 
been formed which is making evolution among 
all the social elements in different parts, in- 
troducing gradually but efficaciously the pro- 
hibition of the sale of alcohol, and in many 
other aspects for the public weal. 


Paraguay 
Wire, Ale A. Davis writes of work here: Of 
our experience we must write but briefly, 
as we have been here but little less than a 
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year. But we are perfectly frank to say that 
we consider the distribution of the Bible and 
of the Testament by colportage work to be 
the first, and probably the most important, 
method of evangelizing the territory of Para 
guay. { 

In Yataity one of our workers met the local 
priest. On objections being made to the cir- 
culation of the heretical Protestant Bible, the 
missionary offered to go over the disputed 
passages with the ecclesiastic. They re- 
paired to the home of the priest and spent 
two hours in comparing the two versions. 
At first the Catholic was very antagonistic, 
but little by little this wore away, and though 
he would not indorse the sale of the book 
in his district, his opposition ceased to be 
active. 

In some of the most backward places they 
are told that we are spies who have come to 
burn the church, or some particular image, or. 
do physical or material damage in some way 
ort other. It is only by going softly that we 
have avoided trouble, although to avoid. 
disturbance we do not believe we should go 
to the extent of ceasing the’ selling of the 
books. 3 

Another worker tells this tale: I had a 
strange experience to-day. I have never met 
aman or priest with a Bible before. I went 
into a little capilla, or town, and was invited 
to rest with a man in his hut during the heat 
of the day. After awhile he brought out a 
Spanish Catholic Bible; we had a long talk; 
he is truly seeking light, and, like Luther, is 
searching for it by the best means at hand. 
I wish you would pray for him. He seems 
very near the kingdom. After a bit others 
came into the ranch, and four of us men sat 
down to eat a dish of locro and meat. There 
was one dish and four spoons, and who ate 
fastest got the most; fingers were used as 
much as the spoons. I suspect the spoons 
were a concession to my presence. 


Chile 


Our sub-Agent in Chile, Prof. Victoriano de. 
Castro G , avery careful and active worker, 
has been the past year relatively prosperous 
within the limited number of books we had 
disposable for Chile. He himself promised 
to send in the report of his work during the 
year, and I prefer him to do so, he bein 
the contiguous person of all actions and ex: 
periences. . 

Only permit me to say that, after Brazi 
Chile is the best responding field of° Sout 
America; they are a very active and laborio 
people, and responding to the circulation oO: 
the Bible and missionary work as no oth 
country of South America. 
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E regret to have to report to our 

friends that Secretary Fox has hada 
turn of the trouble which kept him away 
)0m the Bible House five or six weeks a year 
xo. He has not been at his desk since the 
ntly part of March, but we are happy to say 
aat he is making first-rate improvement. 


It is a patent fact that the strength of a 
orthy ideal always adds more to the fight- 
g value of a person or a nation than an 
nworthy motive. Sooner or later there 
eeps into an autocratic power fighting for 
3s own selfish satisfaction a moral disinte- 
‘ration that eventually weakens the morale 
fits forces. The community-that has no re- 
ssect for others must lose its own self-re- 
ypect. It has not learned the greatest lesson 
1 life, and therefore there are bitter days in 
tore for it. 

On the other hand, we find an optimistic 
‘ote emanates from those who fight on a side 
ney know is right. The Word of God is 
-ehind them. The power of Christ is with 
hem. They are armored in the shining faith 
hat never yet has known defeat. This is 
aoral strength that will carry them through. 

And we at home, what are we doing to for- 
vard the present struggle for all that is worth 
vhile in life, for all that is consecrated by the 
raliant endeavors of brave men, dead, and 
1oble men, living? Itis true that not allof us 
an go to France, there to live in the trenches 
ind give our blood for liberty and democracy. 
3ut we can all give our moral support—and 
hat is no little thing. We can expend all our 
nergies at home to make the path of victory 
‘asier to those who have gone, who have laid 
he world away for the sake of the future. 

The Third Liberty Loan, starting on April 
‘th, is one of our big opportunities to show 
yur forces in France that we are with them in 
he spirit. No Christian should fail to take 
dvantage of it, for itis a privilege—a privi- 
ege to aid in moulding the civilization of the 
uture and to make it more Godlike.

AN interesting word from the National 
Bible Society of Scotland informs us that 
they mean to celebrate their Annual Bible 
Sunday this year on the first or second Sun- 
day in May, and the letter says: “‘ This I sup- 
pose will coincide with the days you have in 
America.”” It is very pleasant to have this 
relationship with our friends across the sea. 


THE March issue of Christian Work, as usual, 
but perhaps in unusual number, has interest- 
ing notes on Bible influence and work, two 
of which we quote below: 

L’ Aurore, the organ of French-Canadian 
Protestantism, gives us in a recent issue a 
striking illustration of the power of one copy of 
the Scriptures to transform a community. Mr. 
Pelletier, a French-Canadian living in the 
country town of Otter Lake, Quebec, ran across 
a Bible some fifty years ago, read it and was 
converted. Through him more than three 
hundred persons of his acquaintance have 
accepted Christ.”’ 

The Rev. J. Knowles, a former missionary 
of the London Missionary Society, is at work 
for the Romanization of the scripts of India 
in order to facilitate the reading of the Scrip- 
tures. He tells us that on an average there 
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are only thirty-seven elementary sounds in ai 
Indian vernacular, and that the alphabet shouk 
at most have only thirty-seven simple letters 
but with the indigenous scripts the illiterat 
must master from five hundred to a thousan 
of the most elaborate and complicated sym 
bols the world has ever known, Chinese ideo 
grams alone excepted. While in Uganda 
where Roman letters are used, a Christiar 
(before baptism) is obliged to have a reading 
knowledge of the Bible and is, in fact, com 
monly known as a ‘reader’; in India the 
difficulties are so great that, according to ¢ 
distinguished missionary, very few coolies o 
thirty years of age would have the courage te 
start in. Yet if Roman letters were used the 
learning to read would be a matter of week: 
instead of years. In the Indian army, where 
rapid writing and quick deciphering are of the 
utmost importance, Roman letters are usec 
for telegrams, signals, reports, and dispatches 
in the vernacular without difficulty. Yet: 
strangely enough, according to Mr. Knowles 
the government of India compels the exclu 
sive use of native scripts elsewhere. Thi:

‘The Secretaries reported the arrival in New 
ork of Mr. Marcial-Dorado, on his way from 
pain,to take charge of the Central America 
gency, of which he had been appointed Sec- 
ttary. It was decided to have Mr..Marcial- 
’orado remain awhile in New York to ac- 
aint himself with his duties and take out 
aturalization papers.
